To My Fritow RatLroapers: 


When Southern Pacific recently was granted authority to discontinue 
the pair of trains between Grants Pass and Dunsmuir, it raised a question 
as to the Company's interest in the passenger business. This is a subject 
which has come up from time to time when certain services have been 
abandoned, or when we have sought authority from public regulatory 
bodies to discontinue unprofitable passenger trains. 

J think it particularly fitting in this issue of the “Bulletin,” part of which 
is devoted to travel attractions on our Four Great Routes, to explain our 
Company's policy regarding passenger service. 

Because of the competition we face with airlines, buses and private 
automobiles, cach offering certain inducements which the others do not, 
twe must take a realistic view of passenger train service. 

We feel that the logical measure of the need for a passenger train is 
whether it is sufficiently patronized to pay at least its out-of-pocket cost 
of operation. 

Any business, to be successful, must make a profit. 

Jn our business, passenger trains that consistently lose money and 
constitute a heavy burden on our total operations are one of the financial 
“leaks” that must be plugged. 

On the other band, where experience indicates that a passenger train 
will be patronized we bave been quick to take advantage of the opportunity 
to increase and improve its service, 

Since the end of the war, we have placed in service on all of our 
principal routes the finest streamliners in the nation. Every one of these 
trains is well patronized, not just because they are streamliners, but because 
we placed them where we knew the demand existed. 

Regrettably, there often is opposition to moves to discontinue unprofit- 
able service. But the fact remains thal we must concentrate on passenger 
services that the public wants and will use. This policy is for the greatest 
good of the greatest number, of the public and of our employes. 

Any otber course means an eventual loss for all concerned because of 
the drag it puts on our efforts to provide the service that is wanted and 
will be patronized,

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Recs 2070-mile long Sunset Route be- 
tween New Orleans and Los Angeles 
takes travelers into five states: Louisi- 
ama, Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and 
California. The second oldest transconti- 
nental rail route, it is served by one of 
America’s newest, most modcrn stream- 
lined trains, the extrafare Sunset 
Limited. 

Nationally acclaimed for its outstand- 
ing interior decor that captures the 
colors and designs of the country 
through which it passes, the Sunset 
Limited has both chair car and all-room 
Pullman accommodations. 

The foam-rubber chair car seats have 
chaise longue type leg rests. The cars 
themselves are equipped with extra large 
glare-proof windows. Sleeping car rooms 
are decorated in soft pastel shades, have 
foam-rubber seating and all bedrooms 
have private enclosed lavatory annexes.

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via New Orleans 
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SP spent 15 million dollars for the five 
sets of stainless steel equipment that 
make up the beautiful Sunset Limited. 


Another train that travels over the 
Sunset Route between Los Angeles and 
New Orleans is the Argonaut. It has 
both chair cars and various types of 
Pullman accommodations. 


From Los Angeles to El Paso trains 
of the Sunset Route and the Gelden 
State Route (described on the opposite 
page) travel the same tracks. But at 
El Paso the Golden State Route heads 
up to Chicago. The Sunset Route con- 
tinues across the rolling plains of Texas, 
through San Antonio, Houston and 
Beaumont. The tracks continue into the 
heart of Louisiana’s agricultural region, 
through Lake Charles, Lafayette, New 
Iberia, and into New Orlcans, the famed 
“Crescent City.” 

At both ends of the Sunset Route the 
vacation traveler will find much of in- 
terest. Los Angeles and New Orleans 
are two of the most famous entertain- 
ment cities in the world, 


Passengers riding the railroads of the 
United States enjoy a higher quality of 
comfort, dependability and safety than 
is provided by any other form of trans- 
portation in the world today. 
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MHE Golden State Route is the fast, 
direct, low altitude way to Kansas 
City and Chicago from Los Angeles and 
points in the Southwest. The vacation 
lands of Palm Springs, Phoenix, Tucson, 
Douglas and El Paso sparkle along the 
route, each of these cities offering bril- 
liant healthful sunshine, Indian and cow- 
boy lore, and modern resort and hotel 
facilities. 

Serving this route is the Golden State, 
an ultra-modern extra fare strcamliner 
that provides the fastest train service in 
history between LA and Chicago, The 
Golden State is a handsome train, the 
exterior in brilliant red and silver and 
interior decorations representing the 
rich colorings and fine handicrafts of the 
Southwest and Mexico. Lightweight 
streamlined Pullman sleeping cars pro- 
vide a variety of accommodations and 
modern air-conditioned chair cars are 
equipped with adjustable foam-rubber 
seats and leg rests. 


Another train on the Golden State 
Route is the Imperial, nicknamed the 
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“International Train,” because at Niland, 
California, it dips south through the ver- 
dant Imperial Valley and crosses into 
Old Mexico. After passing through the 
picturesque town of Mexicali the 
Imperial swings up to rejoin the main 
Golden State Route at Yuma, Arizona, 
and continues on to Chicago. Chair cars 
with reclining seats and a variety of 
Pullman accommodations are available. 


Travelers arriving in Los Angeles by 
cither the Golden State or Sunset Route 
may continue their journeys to San Fran- 
cisco or the Northwest by several fine 
trains described on the next page.

Abas Shasta Route links San Fran- 
cisco with Portland and all the ever- 
green playground of the Pacific North- 
west. 

By day, fast streamlined Shasta Day- 
lights streak out of opposite terminals, 
connecting San Francisco and Portland 
in record time. They leave in the morn- 
ing, arrive that night, traveling over one 
of the most spectacular routes in the 
country. Giant “skyview” windows per- 
mit an unsurpassed view of lakes, moun- 
tains and forests. Chair car seats are of 
a new “hammock” suspension design 
and adjustable for reclining. 


By night, two streamlined Cascades 
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leave opposite terminals, offering both 
chair car seats and a variety of the most 
modezn allroom Pullman accommoda- 
tions, A third Shasta Route train is the 
Klamath, made up of chair cars and 
standard air-conditioned Pullmans. 


People going to the Northwest from 
Los Angeles (and all in general who 
travel the length of California) have 
two routes available, One takes them 
through the fertile San Joaquin Valley 
on two trains: the streamlined all-chair 
car San Joaquin Daylight, or the stand- 
ard Pullman and chair car Owl. The 
other route follows the coast along the 
path pioneered by the Mission Padres 
in California’s early days. And three 
trains are available: the all-chair car 
Coast Daylight, the all-room Pullman 
Lark and the overnight coach train, the 
Starlight, which also carries a few sleep- 
ing cars. These trains are streamliners. 

The Shasta Route and the two routes 
through California open virtually all the 
Pacific Coast to the vacation traveler. 
And there’s no hetter way to travel the 
Pacific Coast than by Southern Pacific.

HORT, scenic and satisfying is a 

three-word description of SP's his- 
toric Overland Route to Chicago from 
San Francisco. Named after the Over- 
land Trail followed by the 49’ers in their 
trek to California, the most direct rail 
line to the East is today the route of 
the fastest streamliners between San 
Francisco and Chicago. 

The extra-fast, extra-fare City of San 
Francisce, one of the finest trains in 
America, carries both chair cars and 
Pullmans. Sleeping accommodations are 
of the latest design and provide a choice 
of drawing rooms, compartments, double 
bedrooms, bedrooms ensuite, sections 
and roomettes. Chair cars have soft 
foam rubber reclining seats and large 
picture windows. 

The streamlined no-extra-fare Over- 
land has all-room Pullman accommoda- 
tions to meet the need of the family or 
the individual. Comfortable chair cars 
are also available. 

Another train that follows the Over- 
land Route is the Gold Coast, offering 
both Pullman and chair car accommo- 
dations. 
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These three trains provide interesting 
and scenic travel through historic set- 
tings. Eastbound from San Francisco 
they pass through the fertile Sacramento 
valley, climb from near sea level to 
cross the spectacular Sierra at 7000-foot 
Donner Summit, then descend the cast- 
ern slope to fabulous Reno.

Promotions Announced Following 
Industrial Department Expansion 


PPOINTMENT of G. A. Erickson to 
assistant general industrial agent, 
headquarters Los Angeles, and other 
Industrial and Freight Traffic promo- 
tions were announced in April. 

The new appointments followed the 
expansion of Southern Pacific and Pa- 
cific Electric’s Industrial Departments to 
keep pace with the rapid grewth in the 
Southern California area. 

Other promotions included A. Y, Al- 
corn, to succeed Erickson as industrial 
agent in San Francisco; R. A. Houck, 
to succeed Alcorn as assistant to vice 
president, system freight traffic; D. T. 
Daggett, to the newly-created position of 
assistant industrial agent, San Francisco. 
Named to Erickson’s staff as industrial 
agents in Los Angeles are C. R. Parker 
and D, E. Porter. William A. Golden 
and George McClelland have been 
named assistant industrial agents. 

Erickson, who began with SP in 1914, 
has served as industrial agent in SF 
since 1947, Prior to that he had been 
traveling agent at Bakersfield, and dis- 
trict freight agent at Modesto, Klamath 
Falls, Sacramento, Oakland and SF. 

Aleorn came to SP in 1937 as chief 
clerk, Seattle General Agency, with 10 
years’ previous railroad experience, later 
went to Portland where he filled posi- 
tions of city freight agent; general 
agent, merchandise traffic; dist. freight 
agent, genl. freight agent. He was named 
asst. to vice president, system freight 
traffic, last October. 

Houck, who had been asst. to freight 
traffic manager, Central District, since 
last October, started with SP in 1928 
as clerk in the General Freight Dept. 
Subsequently he held important traffic 
positions at Fresno, Oakland, Salt Lake 
City, San Francisco, and later served as 
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district freight and passenger agent at 
Klamath Falls and Fresno. 

Daggett started with the Company in 
1939 as a stenographer in the Freight 
Traffic Dept. at Los Angeles, later be- 
came city freight agent and chief clerk 
to industrial agent. He transferred to 
San Francisco in 1947 as chief clerk of 
the industrial department and later to 
chief of solicitation bureau. 

Parker's first job was as laborer at LA 
Freight Station in 1914. He transferred 
to the DFO in 1920, holding various 
positions, including district freight 
agent, Santa Ana and, since 1947, asst. 
industrial agent. 

Porter’s service has becn with Pacific 
Electric, starting as a laborer in the 
Stores Dept. in 1918. After filling vari- 
ous clerical positions in that department 
he became a buyer in the Purchasing 
Dept. Traffic positions included travel- 
ing freight agent, general agent, Long 
Beach, and industrial agent, LA. 

Golden entered service in the Los An- 
geles DFO in 1926 and since 1946 had 
been chief clerk, Industrial Dept. Me- 
Clelland started with Pacific Electric in 
1926 and since 1946 held the position of 
assistant industrial agent. 

Expansion of Industrial Department 
activities in Southern California is in 
keeping with SP’s long-standing policy 
of encouraging industrial developments 
throughout the territories we serve. The 
Company maintains representatives in 
key cities to assist potential western in- 
dustries in finding plant sites. 

‘An average of one new carload indus: 
try has been located on our lines for 
each calendar day in the past 25 years, 
and in the past 15 years the net gain of 
new industries has averaged three for 
every two days.

The agent generally feels that he is a 
local businessman with a stake in his 
community. And it is right for him to 
think so, for the work he does for South- 
ern Pacific has a direct relationship to 
the prosperity of his locality. Freight 
and passenger traffic makes cities out of 
towns. 

Resides being a man of importance 
to his community, the station agent is 
important to the Company. When he 


does his job properly he can save SP 
thousands of dollars annually. Through 
Jong experience and the instructions 
available to him, he can advise shippers 
on the proper way to load and brace 
freight, avoiding possible damage. By 
inspecting damaged goods that arrive at 
his station he can find answers that will 
assist the FPM&SS Dept. to determine 
how to prevent such damage in the 
future. By giving prompt and fair settle- 
ment to claims he can help minimize ill- 
feeling on the part of the consignee who 
receives a damaged shipment. By intelli- 
gently conducting his station affairs, he 
can, by example, train his assistants to 
be efficient railroaders. 


Station agents over the railroad de- 
serve much credit for their intelligent 
approach to their work of winning 
friends and saving money for the Com- 
pany.

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Miniatures, Slides 
Tell Damage Story 


(CONTAINER Engineer G. A. Border, 
who has recently joined the FPM 
&SS staff after service with the AAR, 
has developed a new method for demon- 
strating what can happen to shipments 
that are not properly packaged for trans- 
port. 

Border observed that furniture was 
the seventh largest claim producer on 
the railroad during 1951. He took a 
series of 35-mm. colored slides showing 
how furniture should be loaded right 
and the damage that may result when it 
isn’t. Then he went a step further and 
built a number of pieces of furniture in 
miniature and packaged them in accord- 
ance with freight regulations. 

Border and Paul Oliver, furniture 
packing and loading supervisor, Trans- 
Continental Freight Bureau, are now 
touring Pacific Lines holding classes 
with agency forces. The colored slides 
and miniature chairs and tables are 
proving useful in instruction of proper 
methods for packaging, loading, bracing, 
inspection and reporting of damaged 
furniture shipments.

San Joaquin Fireman 
Hero in Child Rescue 
| UT for the quick action of Fireman 
James H. Rolls, a fast rolling pas- 
senger train would have taken the life 
of a two-year old girl who wandered 
onto the joint SP-Santa Fe tracks at 
Tehachapi on the San Joaquin Division. 
An eastbound SP freight with Engi- 
neer E. A. Brown and Fireman Rolls 
in the cab pulled into a siding to let a 
Santa Fe passenger train, also east- 
bound, go by. Looking ahead Rolls 
saw a little girl toddling onto the main 
line track. Glancing back he saw the 
passenger train rapidly approaching. 
Rolls slid down the side ladder of his 
engine and raced almost 60 fect to the 
girl, sevoping -her from between the 
tracks a split second ahead of the train. 
The Company didn’t learn of the inci- 
dent until several days after it happened 
when a report made by the Santa Fe 
engineer, S. Uren, reached SP Sup’t. 
D. P. Boykin. “It was the most miracu- 
lous rescue I’ve ever witnessed,” Uren 
said. “I couldn't possibly have stopped 
in time.” It was all in a day’s work 
to modést Fireman Rolls.

Selling Southern Pacific transportation 
is the Agency's prime function—teamed 
with serving SP freight and passenger 
patrons.

REDING your letters over a period 
of several years convinces us of 
two facts: (1) SP women are mighty 
fine cooks; (2) they cook exactly what 
their men-folks like best. These recipes 
show what we mean. 


Husband Plays Golf 
Writes Mrs. S. E. Wall of Eugene, 
Ore, “My husband, a retired engineer, 
plays golf. When he comes home tired 
and hungry after the game, he wants his 
favorite hominy casserole. Here’s how I 
make it: 


“In a buttered casserole put a layer 
of drained canned hominy. Over this 
sptinkie a thin layer of yellow cornmeal, 
adding salt and pepper and bits of but- 
ter. Then add another layer of each 
until hominy is used, making the final 
layer hominy. Next beat 2 eggs and to 
them add 134 cups milk. Pour this over 
the hominy and bake the dish at 325° 
for about 45 min. Serve hot with ham 
or sausage and a green salad. Maybe 
some applesauce for dessert.” 

Note: Mrs. Wall doesn’t say how much 
cornmeal, We used %& cup of cornmeal 
for a 1-Ib.-13-oz, can of hominy, and it 
was wonderful! 


Stephen’s Favorite Waffles 

Mrs. Wall’s waffles are different, too. 
To make them, sift 144 cups flour with 
14 teaspoon salt and 3 teaspoons baking 
powder. Set this aside while you blend 
half of a 3-oz. package of cream cheese 
with 14 cups milk. Into this stir 3 
beaten egg yolks, then the dry ingredi- 
ents, adding 4 teaspoons of butter and 
beating until smooth. Finally fold in 
3 stiflly beaten egg whites and bake as 
usual on hot waffle baker.

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Bill Likes to Fish 


Elizabeth Land of El Paso, Texas, 
contributes her husband’s favorite recipe 
for fixing fish. Bill is a machinist in the 
roundhouse at El Paso, and is obyi- 
ously quite an expert with the skillet. 
His way of fixing trout is like this: 

Clean and wash 4 trout. Wrap 2 slices 
bacon around each fish and arrange in 
skillet. Add saft and pepper. Cover skil- 
Tet and cook for 20 minutes, While it 
steams, make lemon-herb butter as fol- 
Jows: 

Cream 4% cup butter with 1 tablespoon 
grated lemon peel. Set aside while you 
chop finely a bit of chives, a teaspoon of 
parsley and % teaspoon swect basil or 
other fresh or dried herb. Add to butter, 
mix, and spread on hot fish, 


House-Cleaning Clinic 


Ques. When I wash my nylon cur- 
tains, should { put them on curtain 
stretchers? 

Ans, According to U.S.D.A., nylon, 
orlon, or spun glass curtains need not 
be stretched on frames. Cotton and mar- 
quisette, however, are best when 
stretched because it is almost impossible 
to bring them to their original size and 
shape without doing so. 

Ques. I have had good success in dye- 
ing some things in my automatic washer, 
but just recently I ruined a woolen skirt 
by ‘so doing. What did I do wrong? 

Ans. Clothing specialists say that 
woolens should not be dyed in an auto- 
matic washer, because the long action 
and the hot water are too likely to mat 
the fibers and shrink the wool. 

Ques. Is there any way to keep oil- 
cloth from cracking when it’s used to 
cover a kitchen work table? 

Ans. Yes, stretch it smooth and tack it 
firmly in place under the edges so that 
wrinkles cannot occur. Then give it two 
coats of spar varnish, allowing 24 hours 
for the first coat to dry. Eventually the 
oilcloth will crack, of course, but this 
treatment helps.

TO KEEP US ON THE PAYROLL railroads today have to perform nearly twice 
as much service as they did 20 years ago. This is due, says the AAR, to the 
fact that wages have gone up much faster than rates. In 1931 the average 
revenue per ton-mile of freight service performed was 1.051 cents as compared 
with 1,339 in 1951. The average hourly compensation of railway employes 
in 1931 was 70.6 cents as compared with the 1951 average of $1.77, Thus 
the railroads in 1931 hauled the average ton of freight 67.2 miles to earn 
enough to pay the average employe for an hour’s work, while in 1951. they 
had to haul a ton of freight 132.2 miles. Based upon annual compensation, 
the comparison is equally striking. In the past 20 years, the average annual 
compensation for all railway employes increased 151 per cent, but ton-mile 
revenue increased about 28 per cent.
